Three Young Men Make a

NJSW YORK, April fi.— A systematic 


robbery of the banking houee of Dix & 
Phyfe, by employes, was unearthed to- 
day. Tbe IOBB aggregates $68.000. Oa- 
car Creamer, a clerk in the bank and 
resident of Brooklyn, during the absence 
of tbe chief bookkeeper ia eaid to have 
stolen $20,000 worth of Cb.cago, Barliog- 
ton & Quincy railroad bonds. Detectives 
have discovered that Creamer, who IB 
but 19 yeara of age, conspired with Will- 
iam F. Carpenter, another young clerk 
in tbe bank, to rob the firm. James T. 
White tbo third one of tbe conspiratora, 
was introduced at tbe J'ark National 
bank by a false letter of introduction, 
purporiinR to come from Dix & Pbyfe, 
nnd he opened an account there begin- 
ning with the deposit of |2000 on March 
9th. 
Bub equently he deposited at dif- 


ferent times $14,700 and $9850, $567.G1 
and J7500. These deposits were mainly 
in checkB, purporting to bo from Dix & 
Phyfo and with tho flrm's signature 
forced. April 1st White drew a check 
for $10,000 against his account, and two 
daya later another check for $10,000. 
loaTiog a balance in the bank of about 
$4000. 
Carpenter waa arreBted yesterday and 


confessed Hmt Creamer lias boen stealing 
from the firm. The regular bookkeeper 
was expected home shortly and he Raid 
tbat Creamer wanted to get bold of as 
matih money as he coutd Iwforo that 
time. It was arranged between them 
that Carpenter Bhould have Ihe custody 
of the monev. fie told Inspector Byrnes 
that it wan all buried iu a collar at 447 
Qnlncy street, Brooklyn. 


Yesterday the fugitive went over to 


the place and after eearching about 
found hidden in a pile of aehcB in the 
cellar $21.000 in first mortgage bonds of 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and $32,- 
100 in bills. They are now in charge of 
the police. 
White and Creamer are supposed to 


be on board the steamer Oakland, which 
until last Saturday Inv at tho Atlantic 
docks, Brooklyn.

Copenhagen. 
An effort will be made to 


catch her at the eome coal port and ar- 
rest tbo two f ugitives.

It was out of the 
question to sleep in tbo open fields in 
the cold and rain. Rheumatism or 
other eicknesa and a cot in tlie county 
hospital might be tbe inevitable result. 
The alternative was au unoccupied barn 
in which ho could be sheltered fioin the 
wind. This also was against tbe law 
which declares a man a vagrant who 
lodges in any barn, outhouse, railroad 
car, etc., without permission of the 
owner, but when tbe law is on one Bide 
and a man's health and life are on tho 
other the law generally must give way.

loses nearly i'^,OOU.OOO anuii.-illy through 
the rust of iia wheat croji. To find u 
remedy a big prize in money has been 
offered, and confoivneea have beeu held 
in Sydney to consider this important sub- 
ject of rust. The opinion prevailed gen 
erally that "certain varieties of wheat 
nro much belter able to resist rvist Ihnn 
others, and Unit by judicious cultivation 
imd hybridization still better varieties 
may be grown.'' They saetii (o Ipc almost 
unam'moua that "early maturing sorts 
can be made to escape the dangerous sea- 
son, and tlint rust is due to climatic con- 
ditions thai can mily be coiiib.itcvl, but 
never entirely overcome." Evidence hits 
been gathered by direct experiments, 


d by information received from fann- 
in respousu to questions put to them, 


which continue the soundncai of previous 
recommendations in regard to early sow- 
Ing, ami tho less liability to disease of 
crops grown in rotation, and it has ulso 
"wen shown that as a rule thinly growing 
crops suffer less from rust than do thickly 
jrowiiig crops.
